Varnia, Bulgaria, Nov. 1.— Acoording to 
advices received horo from Constantinople, 
a moat serious state of affairs oxiat there, 
There seems to bo no doubt that tho roport 
of tho discovery of a ploo against tho Porto 
on Monday evening laac is corroot. Threo 
MuBBulmon aro Baid to have been arreatod 
at Stamboul in conneotion with it. In addl 
tion, Bovoral houses have boen eoarohed and 
a quantity of arms soi/.ed. liesidos this con- 
siderable alarm ia reported to exist at Vild- 
Izkiosk in conBequcnco of the fact that tho 
Albanian guards refuse to do duty there 
uny longor. It is supposed the guarda wore 
■jubornod by Mussulman committoos. Eight 
of the soldiers wero c-xeoutod and twonty 
four othors sent to prison. In Anatolia tho 
feeling of diBcontont against the rule of tho 
Sultan is becoming so marked, that impor- 
tant events are oxpootod to take plaoo short- 
ly. A fuaion of the Mussulman and Armen- 
ian committees is bslloved to bo imminent. 
The Turkish government Is aware of the 
serious aspect which affairs aro taking and 
it is ovident desperate efforts are being 
made in Constantinople to raise money with 
which to, provido for calling out tho army 
reserves. 

Constantino i'lk, Nov. I.— AdviooB from 
Asia Minor say that the trouble which was 
anticipated by U. S. Ambassador Terrell in 
his Marsovan despatch to Washington in 
August last, has culminated in an attempt 
to burn the American college there. It Is 
alleged that the would bo incendiaries hive 
not boen discovered, The agitation against 
Amerioana at Maraovan began about a year 
ago, when a number of pupils of tho Ameri- 
can college were expelled because their 
fathcre were accused of being implicated in 
tho Armenian movoment. This oausod bue- 
picion to fall upon the professors of tho col- 
lege, fivo in number, two of whom ore 
American citizens. Mr. Terrell notified the 
authorities at Washington that Garabod, a 
naturalized American citizen, had been 
assassinatsd at Marsovan, close to tho church 
door as ho was ijoing to attond religious Bor- 
vioe. Garabed was one of the students pre- 
viously sent from college at tbo reqneBt of 
the Turkish authoritiea on the ground 
that he was oonnectcd with the Armenian 
revolutionists. He was the chief man of 
tho Protestant community at Marsovan and 
the chairman of the council of thirty, who 
are held responsible for the peace of tho 
city. Garabed, however, is said to have 
boen murdered by tho revolutionists be- 
cause ho had given the government infor- 
mation regarding thoir plans. At tho same 
time Mr. Torrell notifiod ths atato depart- 
ment at Washington that the revolutionists 
bad marked professors at Marsovan for 
slaughter long beforo tho Sasaouu atroqitiea 
were committed. President Traoy and 
Prof. Riggs, of the Marsovan oollege, aro 
specially dialikod by tho revolutionists, and 
their lives have been threatened for having 
consented to the expulsion of Armenian 
studenta suspected of boing in sympathy 
with tho revolutionary movement. Even- 
tually, a Turkish guard was furnished to 
the collogo ot the request of Mr. Torrell, 
and all danger soomB to have passed, 
especially in view of tho fact that the U. S. 
authorities had previously oompellod the 
Turkish govornmont to pay an indemnity as 
tho result of tho destruction of one of the 
school buildings at Marsovan. 

A Benaation haa boon oaused by a report, 
believed to bo correot, that tbreo Armenian 
notabilities of Treblzond, inoluding a pro- 
minent ecclesiastic, are to be oxooutod on 
tho ground that they are responBtblo for tho 
recent rioting thoro. Tho Armenians ro- 
port that about 800 Armenians were killed 
during a fight it Bttlls with the Turks. 
The loss of r,ho latter waa trilling. 

Advices from Moosh say that loading 
Armenians have boen oonferring with a re- 
presentative of Turkey regarding means to 
provent tho outbreak there of dlBordora 
similar to thoso In different parts of Arm- 
onia, which havo resulted in eo much blood- 
shed. Tho Turks stipulated that tho Am- 
erican missionaries distributing roliof to tho 
suffering people of Sassoun shall withdraw 
In throo daye, othorwiso tho TurkiBh notabil- 
ities fear thoro will bo a maeaacro such aa 
has just oecurred at BitliB. 

London, Nov. 1. — Tho Daily Nowb Bays 
oditorially : " Tho Turks may go too far 
with tho Unitod Statos. Minister Torrell is 
not disponed to acnuloBce in tho Americans 
being troatod like Armenians." 

U S. Minlator Torrell has auoooedod in 
moving the Turkish government to punlBh 
tho men who murderod American bicyclist 
Lenz in Armenia. Ho has oabled tho stato 
department that the Kurds and Armenians 
who committod the murder will be triod at 
Erzeroum and that the United Statea will 
bo roprosonted at tho trial by the British 
consul at that place. This official waB tho 
first person to learn of Lenz's murder, and 
us thoro ia no Ainorican oonBul thoro ho ac- 
tively iotoroated himsolf in tho caao, report- 
ing tho rosult of hia investigation to Mr. 
Terrell. 



THE LUMBER TRUST. 

Jlmleavors to Induce the Lumber Men of the 
Northwest and British Columbia to 
Join. 

Tho San Francisco Examiner of Oot. '28, 
says thab tho Central Lumber Company, tho 
tho groat combine whloh waa rooently 
formed In that city to control tho trade of 
the Pac.fio Coast, is making rapid progress 
in the work of centralizing among tho mills 
of tho Northwest. All tho influential deal- 
ers of thio city aro in tho trust. Tho co- 
operation of tho mills of the Northwest In, 
however, necessary to give stability to tho 
affair and Meaars. Bibb and Holt are among 
them as missionaries. Whorover they have 
gone they havo Induced the owners of mille 
and tho handlers of lumber to ontor tho 
compact. Mill after mill has been taken in 
and tho company haa already assumed gigan- 
tlo proportions. Bibb and Holt aro now on 
tho way to Seattle where it is hopod that 
now combinations will be made. 

It is tho purpose of the combine to in- 
clude the mills of British Columbia. With- 
out these mills no effjctivo work oan be 
done. Outside of the trust they will be a 
standing menaoe to success, at tbey havo 



been dangerous competitors for yoara In 
the trade of this Coast. Tbey will not, 
however, bo oaaily won. After finishing 
their buainess in Soattlo the two lumber 
men will orosa tho Hoe into British Col- 
umbia. If they succood in drawing tho 
lumber manufaoturorB there Into the trust 
they will have established one of tho most 
powerful combinations ever attempted on 
the Coaat. The Central Lumber Company 
has already advanced the price of lumbor, 
but the increase is considered to indicate 
nothing more than a polioy. Prices will go 
ntill hlghor and there is nothing to suggest 
how far thoy will go If the manufacturers 
of British Columbia ontor tho truab. 

One of tho moat interesting features of tho 
affair is involved In the fact that tho lumber- 
men of San Franniaco are now contributing 
to fighb the very men to whom they are 
making overtures. Tho existing tariff law 
haa placod aomo paculiar constructions upon 
manufactured lumbor and the raw produot. 
Tho lumbermon of this city have soon in tho 
complication on opportunity to Bhub out the 
lumbermon of British Columbia. The con- 
troversy is now in tho courts, bub at tho 
same time an effort is being mado to bring 
tho foreign competitors into tho trust. If 
success bo gained in this, it is not likely 
that the proceedings in tho courta will bo 
vigorously pushed. Acting upon the sug- 
gestion of tho lumbermen, the box manu- 
facturers of this city and other towna nour 
at hand are attempting to form a combina- 
tion to raiae prlceB. Several mootings of 
tho loadiDg doulors have already been held, 
but nothing definite haa yob been done. 



CAPITAL NOTES, 



The Premier Reports Washington 
Authorities Desire to Have Seal- 
ing Claims Settled. 



DUERANT DOOMED. 



The Jury Absent Only Twenty Min- 
utes— A Never to Be For- 
gotten Scene. 

The Murderer's Mother Swoons— AH 
Else Satisfied With the 
Dread Verdict. 



San Francisco, Nov. 1.— Theodore Dur- 
ranb was to-day oonvicted of the murder of 
Blanohe Lamoot, for which he has been on 
trial alnoe July laBt. Tho jury were out 20 
minutes and arrived at tho verdict on tho 
firat ballot. As there waa no recommenda- 
tion of meroy tho punishment waa fixed at 
death. 

Judgo'Murphy finiahod his charge at ,'i:30 
and the jury at once retired. Although 
there was Bupposed to bo little prospect of 
a verdiot beforo late this evening the spec- 
tators who had remained in the overcrowdod 
oourt room all the afternoon settled them- 
selves back in tholr seats to await tho re- 
turn of tho jury. 

Mrs. Durrant and the prisoner talked and 
laughed an if an acquittal were a foregone 
conclusion. The conversation waa animated 
when it becamo whiapored about thab tho 
jury had agreod upon a verdict, In an in- 
Btant a huah fell upon the circle. Durront's 
faoe assumed a ghastly hue and hia mother 
was speeohloss, Then the jury filed 
in. Intense excitement followod; tho 
room, though crowded, wbb almoBb 
as quiet as if it had been vacant. Judge 
Murphy wbb Bummoced and took his placo 
upon the bench. The clerk asked whether 
tho jury had agreed. Foreman Warren 
Dutton arose and replied in tho affirmative 

" We, the jury," said ho, "find the de- 
fendant William Henry Theodore Durrant, 
guilty of murder in the first degree," 

As the aged foreman, pals and trembling 
read the words, a low rumbling noise like 
tho roar of a mob aroBo from tho roar of tho 
court room. The noxt moment men wero 
choorlng wildly, while women wept hysteric- 
ally in their excitement. Tho tumult con- 
tinued for a minute beforo anythiDgllke quiet 
could be reatorod. When District-Attorney 
Barnes arose and asked that a day bo aot 
upon which the sentence should bo passed 
upon tho priaouer, Judge Murphy Bald sen- 
tence would bo passed on Friday, when he 
would also sot the day for tho trial of Dur- 
rant on tho charge of Murdering Minnio 
Williams. 

As the last words of the vordict woro 
uttered Durrant made a spasmodic effort to 
rise, but. before he could do so hlH mother 
with a half sigh, half groan, threw her arms 
around his neck and sunk back into her 
chair. His mother's grief seemed to mako 
Durrant forgot his own position, 
and for the next few minutes 
ho Bat with his arms around 
her neck trying to sootho her. 
Durrant's father was not in the room when 
the verdiot was returned. He had gone out 
into tho corridors, not believing that the 
jury would roturn for Bovoral hours, and 
firat learnod that his son had been convicted 
whon a choor wont up from tho crowd in tho 
building aB tho news sproad. 

Durrant reeovorod his old time compoauro 
aB soon aa ho left hia mother and prepared 
to roturn to tho county jail, With hisovor- 
coat swung carelossly over hia arm, ho 
walked leisurely out of tho room, twirling 
his monataoho with as littlo concern as if ho 
woro merely a spectator instead of tbo prin- 
cipal figure in the scone. Mra. Noblo, 
Blanohe Lament's aunt and Maud Lamonb, 
tho doad girl'fl slater, wore apparently tho 
happioBt poraona In the room. Whoc tho 
vordict waa onnouncod Maud Lamont arose, 
clasped hor hands and thon oried from sheer 
excitement. Mrs. Noblo mixed smilea with 
toara and ahook hands with a number of 
friends who orowdod around to congratulate 
her. 

Tho oaso will be appoalod to bhe Supremo 
courb, and it ia oxpooted thab nearly a yoar 
will olapso boforu a decision will be obtain- 
ed. While it Is ajb bhoughb that any error 
haa been committod, the defence haa em- 
braced every opportunity to take exceptions 
to the rulingu of tho court.

Contract for Militia Clothing -New 
Zealand Rejects Trade Treaty 
With Canada. 



(From Our Own Correspondent.) 
Ottawa, Nov. 1.— Sir Mackenzie Bowell 
and Sir C. H. Tuppor roturnod from Wash- 
ington to-day. Spoaking to your corre- 
spondent the Promior stated that tho Min- 
ister of Justico and ho had boen cordially re- 
ceived at Washington. Whilo not in a 
position to indicito tho nature of tho con- 
ference with Socrotary Olney, the Promior 
said he hud every reason to believe that an 
amioablo basis would bo reached under 
which the claima of the B. C. seulors for 
compensation would bo aubmitted to arbi- 
tration. Tho Premier added that every 
desire was manifested by Secretary Olney to 
have the matter brought to a speedy settle- 
ment. 

Tho Now Zealand legislature by a major- 
ity of two has rejeoted the proposed trade 
treaty with Canada. 

The militia department to-day plaeed an 
ordor for 2,000 greatcoats with Shorey 
Bros., of Montreal. . The contractors have 
undertaken to waterproof this aupply as an 
experiment without ejtra coat to the de- 
partment, and if tbo coats prove eervioable 
it ia likely both coata and trousers will be 
waterproofed hereaftor. 

Controller Wallaaesays there is no truth in 
tho roport senb out from here that about 
twenty custom officers will be suspended 
in Montreal shortly. 

This being a statutory holiday the de- 
partmental offices as well as tho stores kept 
by Roman Catholics were dosed to-day. 

Premier Bowell evidontly thinks that the 
next elections will result favorably to the 
government. He will take up house here 
noxt week after boarding at tho Russell for 
noarly ten years. 

There was no session of the Supreme court 
to-day and the preBent term ia likely to oon- 
olude to-morrow. 



TORONTO TOPICS. 

Dominion Hinlstcra Banqnetted at Owcu 
Sound— Keen Newspaper Competition- 
Death of Prof. Chapman. 

Toronto, Nov. 1. — (Special) — A banquet 
was hold last night at Owen Sound, by the 
board of trade, in honor of Dominion Min- 
isters Fostor and Ouimet, who had come to 
town to Inspoot the harbor. The oocaBion 
was void of political significance, the minis- 
ters in their speeohos hardly referring to 
party matters, though Hon. Mr. FoBter of- 
fered to wager that somebody would say 
that the ministers had visited Owen Sound 
for tho purpose of bribing people by dis- 
creet references to publio worka. Mr. Oui- 
met said the polioy of bhe government in re- 
lation to the people ot Owen Sound would 
be to still furthor improvo the routoa of 
communication from the Northwest to 
Eastern Canada. Thoy proposed to do 
what was reasonable, taking into account 
the peouniary reBourcea of the country. 

S. S. Hamilton, father of Col. R. B. 
Hamilton, commandunt of the Queen's Own 
Rifles, 1b dead. He waa born in 1811, and 
was tho oldest native born resident of Tor- 
onto. 

There ia a newspaper row on here. The 
morning Mail-Empire has reduced its price 
in bho city from three cents to one cent in 
its competition with the World. The othbr 
paporo are likely to tako a hand in the war- 
fare in a few days. 

ProfeBsor E J. Chapman, who for forty 
years has oooupiod the chair of geology and 
mineralogy of tho Toronto univeraity, has 
sent in hia resignation to the Ontario gov- 
ernment, who have granted him a retiring 
annuity of SI 800 

The shock of earthquake yeBterday was 
folt seriously in various parts of Ontario. 
Six shooks were felt in Hamilton, some 
buildings swuying considerably.

A FRIENDLY VISIT. 

A United States Warship With Her Mnjeflty's 
Vessels ut Esquimau. 

For the first timo in many years courtesies 
were yesterday exchanged between British 
und American warships in Esquimalt. Tho 
big U. S. cruiser Philadelphia, fbgahip of 
the Paolfio (quadron, yesterday stoamed 
into harbor and moored off tho naval wharf. 
Tho customary salutes were thenjglven and 
acknowledged by tho heavy guns of tho 
Royal Arthur. Tho Usual Admiral's volley 
was then firod. During the afternoon bho 
visiting ship'a officorB woro received on board 
tho Royal Arthur, and to day tho call will 
probably be returned, aa it la expected tho 
Philadelphia will make a stay of Bomo 
fow days in port. To the observor 
ashore tho Philadelphia presents a splendid 
appoaranco and though smaller than the 
British flagship, ib has been stated that 
the internal construction of the two vessels 
and their speed aro very similar. Tho 
Philadelphia is practically a brand now ves- 
sel and her trip Ib the farthest Bho has over 
beon north. Sovoral woeks ago sho arrlvod 
at Port Angeles from San Francisco, and 
has since beon doing target practlco. Sho 
is officered thus : Roar-Admiral Beardsley, 
Captain Cotton, Lieut. Com. Ingersoll, Nav- 
igating Llout. Phillips, Chief Engineer 
Trilley. Paymaator Thompson, Llout. Fox, 
Lieut. Worsllck, Capt. Cochrane (Marines), 
Dr. Wintlow, chief surgeon. It is hoped 
thab, tho Philadelphia remaining horo ovor 
that date, tho ollioora will bo able to attend 
the hospital ball. 

The movo of theso interested in organizing 
a stock exchange in this city, as outlined in 
the last issue of tho official Gazotto and in 
the Colonist of yesterday, was noted with 
approval by many who have tho intereata of 
the province at heart. In Bpoaking of tho 
intentions of tho promotera yesterday, Mr. 
A. C. Flumerfolt, ox-president of tbo board 
of trade, said it was nob the intention of the 
charter mombors of the exchange to mako 
anything out of the charter Individually, 
their solo desire being to promoto tho wel- 
fare of tho Industries of tho province. They 
hava 'eoured copies of the by-laws of tho 
London, Paris Snd loading Amorloan ex 
ohangoB, and from those will oompllo by-laws 
for their own uao. The capital stook of the 
exchange is comparatively modest, consist 
ing of bub $2,500 in twenty-five sharos of 
$100 eaoh, but ib is deemed sufficient in* 
view of the fact thab it is the intention to 
utilize tho board of trade building, tho 
suitable fibbing up of which will constitute 
the chief item of expense in inatituting tho 
exchange. Ib has not yot been deoided 
whether seats in tho exchange will be sold 
outright for a consideration or the posses- 
sion of the Bamo follow upon the purchase of 
the $100 shareB. If the latter plan is 
adopted the membership cf tha exchange 
under tho present articles of incorporation 
would be limited to twenty-five, so that ibis 
quite posaibie that seats will bo sold upon 
some other plan. Ib is thought thab tho 
stook of several provincial and looal com- 
panies will bo secured for tho exohango. 
There will be a groab deal of work conneoted. 
with organization, bub the benefits which 
would follow make tho endeavor well worth 
the labor spent upon It. It has not yot boon 
determined when the exchango will be 
formally organized.

Ing-The End Close 
at Hand. 

Philadelphia, Nov. i. — Detective IVeuk 
P. Geyor identified certain lettors written 
to their mother by tho Pitzal children and 
never mailed by Holmes. Ho said that on 
Novembor 20, 1894, Holmes said the body 
found in tho Callow Hill houBe waa not Pit- 
zal'a but a substitute, he having procured a 
corpse from a New York medical student, 
which ho shipped in a trunk to Philadel- 
phia. He met Pitzil at the main offico of 
tho Wostorn Union Tolegraph Company aud 
gave him the chook for the trunk. Tha,b 
nlsbt he went West and the next place he 
saw Pitzal was iu Detroit. Witneas aaked 
him where Pitzil and theohlldren wero, and 
he said in South America. Ho refused to 
give the name of the Btudent from whom he 
got the corpeo, as years before ho and 
Holmes had dwindled an insurance company 
out cf $20,000. Beside, the titudent was a 
prosperous man of family. He said ho bad 
told Pitzel how to prepare tho inbatituted 
body. A few dayo before hie arraignment 
V-r conapiraoy, to which he pleaded guilty, 
he said the story about the substitution of a 
body waa not true, and that tbe corpse 
found wbb that of Pitzal. Witness said : 
"iWell, Hoimoa, if that is the case, then you 
have murdered Pitzel and the children." 
He said : " No, I did not." 

Holmes said Minnie Williams had the 
children in London. " The laBb time he 
saw Howard," he Baid to witneas, "waa in 
Detroit. Minnie Williams took dinner with 
witneas at Glese's hotel, and witness gave 
Howard to her Then he took the girls to 
Toronto and leH them at the first Btation 
outside the city, having pinned §100 on the 
breast of Alice, who was to go to Niagara 
Falls and watt for Minnie Williams and 
Howard, when tbey would all go to L. ndon. 
He had told Minnie to cut off Nellit '.. hair 
ond dress her as a boy so as to avoid aua- 
picion. He said when he left Indianapolis 
ho left the children ; a trunku in a hotel on 
West Madioon street amd never took there 
away. 

Judge Arnold docidod that no evidence 
bearing on the murder of the Pitzel chil- 
dren or on anything but tbe death of Ben- 
jiminF. Pitzel should be introduced. 

ThiB will keep out tho story of detective 
Goyor's search and discovery of the chil- 
dren's bodies. It will also prevent the sad 
exhibition in open court of the bones of tho 
boy Howard Pitzel, the Btova in wbioh he 
waa burned, tho toys and clothing whioh 
tho mothor baa identified, and the trunk in 
which Alloe and Nellie Pitzel were smother- 
ed. Thia has brought about a sudden 
closing of the commonwealth's case. 

To day Mrs. Pitzal having boen recalled, 
Mr. Graham asked ;f there were any cuff) 
to the shire she yesterday identified as her 
husband's. Sho replied that Holmes had 
taken them from the trunk and dostroyed 
thorn. 

The commonwealth offered in evidenoe the 
letters and papers found in HolmeB' coll by 
Detective Geyor. 

The defence, who said tbey oxpooted to 
close their case in about two hours, asked to 
recall Miss York for re-croaa-oxamination on 
tho question of hor marriage with Holmea. 

Mra. Holmea, began Mr. Rotan, wero you 
ever married to tho priBoner ? A. I was ; 
on January 17, 3894, at Denver, by Rev. 
Mr. Wilcox. 

At tho timo of this marriage did you 
know of tho existence of this Wiliamebto 
woman? A. I believe I did. 

Did you know anything of any other mar- 
riage ? A, I hoard of another. 

To whom '! A. I don't know tho name. 

Where A. At Gilmantown, N. H, 

When you charged him with the mattor 
what did he say? A Ho said he had re- 
civod word that she waa dead. 

Waa there any truth in tbe etory ho told 
you '.' A. Not any truth. 

When you married him you believed you 
wore boooming u lawful wife 1 A. I did. 

Or you would not have majriod him 1 A. 
I would not. 

Miss York at tho conclusion of her testi- 
mony retired tc tho orior'a desk laid her 
head in hor hands on the back of the chair 
and waa then lod from tho court room. 

Mr. Rotan then Buid : " May ib please, 
your honor, tho commonwealth has closed 
its caso. Wo fool sure that it hus not proved 
ita case. It is inoumbent upon the common- 
wealth to prove murder beyond reasonable 
doubts. Tnoy hive nob done so." 

" This Is bo ridiculous," Interposed Mr. 
Graham, " thot I deollne to arguo It." 

When tbe caao was rosumed at 3.150, Mr. 
Rotan for tbe defence, said : " On account of 
our inability t-n tiring a number of Important 
witnesBeB from i.cher placeB, we have, aftor 
a conference with our client deoidod to put 
in no testimony whatever, feeling that tho 
commonwealth haa not proved its case. We 
do this, however, with the proviso that tho 
court does not hasten ub on with our speeches 
whioh wo have had no timo to propare. We 
ask, thorefore, that arguments bo postponed 
until to morrow morning." 

Jadeo Arnold asked District Attorney 
Graham'a opinion. " Tho case has closed, 1 ' 
replied that official, "and I should prefer to 
open tho argunlont in the morning. It. won't 
take long. It is easily argued." The oourt 
then adjourned.

A COMMISSION. 

Thoso who advocate tho appointment of a 
commission to inquire into tho faots connot- 
ed with the Manitoba aohool question are, 
whether knowingly or unknowingly, puttiog 
iu a plea for delay that cannot possibly bo 
productive of the least good. Iho question 
is exceedingly simple, and all that o&n be 
known about it 1b already well known to 
those who have an immediate and a direct 
Interest in the svbject. When all that is of 
the least consequence relative to any matte 1 
ia already well known, what is the use of ap- 
pointing an investigating oommitteo 1 It is, 
for instance, well known that all the 
angles of a triangle are equal to 
two right angles, and if a commission of tho 
greatest geometricians iu the world wore 
appointed to find out whether this propo- 
sition ia true or not they could find out 
nobbing olae orcomo to any other conclusion. 

The Manitoba school question has been 
investigated over and over again by mon 
who are as capable of conducting e,n inquiry 
on jre to be found in this Dominion or per- 
haps anywhero else. It is the business of 
the judges of the courts to investigate. Thoy 
bring to the work trained minds and long 
experience No Commissioners that the Gov- 
ernments could appoint are likely to bo as 
well able to conduct an inquiry as are those 
judges, and it is quite certain that none 
could bo more impartial. The judges have 
really exhausted the subject and have left 
nothing for other inquirers, whether they 
may be oifioial or volunteer, to find oub. 
Commissioners mighb be appointed and they 
might go to work earnestly and energetically, 
but it is not difficult to see that they would 
have nothing to do b"b to throBh out straw 
already threshed clean. 

It musb be remembered that lb Is nob con- 
tended that any commission that mighb be 
appointed should be invested with judicial 
powers. Ib oould settle nothing. Thab 
power the Governments very properly 
reserve to themselves. It might possibly 
serve up the old faots in a new shape, but 
they would still bo the old facts. 

A good deal baa been sut • 1 about bhe in- 
effioienoy of tho schools under tho old act. 
What has that to do with tho subject 1 
Admitting, for argument's sake, that all 
that has been Baid about the old denomina- 
tional Bchools is true, thoir Inefficiency 
showed, not that denominational aohoola aro 
necessarily or intrinsically bad, bat thab 
tho Government of Manitoba was in the 
matter of education incapable or neglectful. 
That and nothing inoro. Tho Government 
had ib in ita powor to put tho schools in a 
good oonditioD. It had tho com- 
plete control of them. If it ap- 
pointed incapable and unfaithful otHcials 
to adminlator educational ulfaira, and if 
they were allowed to slight their duties or 
to perform them in a slovenly and per- 
functory manner, tho Government and not 
the denominational ByBtom waa to blame. 
Thoro aro efficient denominational schools in 
Ontario, in Quoboo, and in Groat Britain, and 
why could they not bo oatahllehod and main- 
tained in Manitoba 1 It la atupld and un- 
reasonable in tho extreme to contend, us 
aome contond, that tho Judicial Commlbtoo 
of the Privy Council and tho " romodial 
order " roquirod tho Government to sot up 
and keep up inefficient schools in tho 
Province. If tho sohoola were bad 
under tho former regime it was 
the fault of tho authorities, and ib 
is ridioulous bo contond thab any Govom- 
monb or any bribunal would require bho 
present rulers of Manitoba to repoab bhe 
blunders and bo roproduoo tho mal-adminls- 
tration of thoir predoooasors. If the Govern- 
ment of Manitoba should consent to oxpond 
bho publio money in supporting or holpiug 
bo supporb denominational schools lb will bo 
its duty to take measures to have thorn as 
efficient as any obhor echools in bhe country, 
It oannot bo roliovod of that duty ; lb 
cannot bo depubod to othors and it cannot be 
usurpod by any authority or organization. 

If tb is admitted thab tho denominational 



minority of Manitoba have a grievanoo that 
should ho redressed there la nothing for a 
commission to do. If the Government of 
Manitoba denied thab there is a grievance 
that denial is nob caused by want of knowl- 
edge. Its membora know and know inti- 
mately all thab is to hs known about the 
aohool qusation. A commission if it labored 
for years could nob discover anything con- 
nected with that question that they do not 
know already. The commission might find 
out that somo of the schools undor tho old 
system were not as good aa bhey might be, 
bub a libtlo reflection muab convlnco the 
thoughlful reader thab tho inefficiency of the 
old aohoola hoB really nothing to do with the 
question. The demand for a commiaaion 
sounds plausible to those who have nob given 
the question muoh study, bub ib will nob take 
a grout deal of inquiry to find oub thab it is 
only plausible. Ail bhe faotii necoasary to be 
known havo already been made publio, and 
are aaceseiblo to all who tako an Interest in 
the subject. ThoBe on whose acbion bhe 
settlement of the quostion almost altogether 
dependa do nob need to bo informed as to 
tho facta oonnected with bhe caso. Tho 
Government of Manitoba aro nob among 
those who are asking for a commission. 

RESIGNED. ' 

Mr. Robert Whito'a addresB to his late 
constituents does cot show that he is at 
variance with tho Governnionb on any ques- 
tion of principle, In faot what he Bays on 
the Manitoba achool question shows that he 
approves of tho course which the Govern- 
ment has pursued. " Ab every atop bho 
oourta and the courta alone," ho Baya, " have 
been allowed to determino the validity of 
appeals for redress made by the Roman 
Catholic minority of tho Provinco, until 
finally, us tho result of the judgment of the 
Judicial Committee of tho Privy Council, the 
Governor Genoral-in- Counoil was oallod upon 
to act. To Manitoba has boon committed 
the duty of providing redress for the min- 
ority, and failing action on the part of tho 
authorities of thab province tho whole mat- 
ter will become vested in bhe l'arliamonb 
of Canada undor tho torms of tho constltu 
tion." 

It will be obBerved that Mr. White haB 
not a word to say against the reference of 
the question to Parliament as a last re 
aourco. On bhe contrary, he rogarda bhab 
as the constitutional courso. It will bo Been 
from this bhat Mr. White did nob resign his 
seat in Parliament because ho disapproved 
of the Government's aotlon on tho Manitoba 
Echool queation. The eiuao of his returning 
to the doctors of Cardwoll the truBb thoy 
had confided in him Ib, as ho himself points 
out, very different. For the last two years 
and more Mr. White's position in 
Parliament has nob been a veiy 
pleasant one. It was publloly known thab 
ho was to be appolntod Colloctor of Cus. 
toms for Montroal. The Member of Par« 
liament who is publicly spoken of in con- 
nection with a public office whioh is kept 
vacanb in order that he may be appointed 
to ib when an opportunity offers, occupies a 
position In which a loyal supporter of a 
Government and a roprosontativo of the 
people should not bo placed. Mr. White, 
no doubb, felt his position to be an anomal- 
ous one, and ha concluded not to remain in 
ib any longer, Mr, White carries with him 
into private life the ostuom and flood-will of 
all, both in Parliament and oub of It, with 
whom ho is acquainted. 

B. O. SALMON IN ENGLAND. 

A cable moaBage reotived yesterday by 
the Premier, Hon. J. H. Turner, from the 
Agent-General of this Province in London, 
contained the gratifying announcement bhab 
the Bender, Hon. Forbes G. Vernon, had re- 
ceived official asauranae from tho Fish- 
mongers' Company thab they will tako no 
aotlon prejudicial to bho sale of British 
Columbia Balmon in England. The incident 
thus oloeod afforded another illustration of 
the advantage of having wide-awake repre- 
sentatives in England. It will be remem- 
borod that a few weeks ago exception was 
taken to tho salo of a consignment of Cana- 
dian salmon which had arrived in London in 
cold storage, the allegation being mudo that 
tho fish wero in reality nob salmon ub all, 
but bull trout, whioh at this season may not 
lawfully bo sold in England. The Canadian 
High Commissioner took the mattor up at 
onco, and secured from Professor Prince, 
tho Dominion commissioner of fisheries, an 
emphatic declaration that tho fish were tho 
truo aalmon. Profoeaor Princo haa only ro- 
contly come from tho Old Country, whoro 
his reputation ub an authority on such mat 
bors stands bo high that hie testimony could 
not well be questioned. Tho Fishmongers' 
Company havo thoreforo abandoned tho con- 
tention, whioh in view of ita seriouB nature 
lb Is nob to t hoir credit thab they should havo 
made without good cause. 

ABOUT RIGHT. 

This ia how tho Toronto Telegram, a tho- 
roughly independent paper, speaks about 
Mr. Laurlor's dodging at Elmlra tho othor 
day : 

Like tho temporanco man who took tho 
glass of whiskey by way of showing ho was 
no bigot), Wilfrid Laurior acquainted tho 
Berlin audience with the mental reserva- 
tions which aro a consplouous feature of his 
tariff policy. 

Berlin is a stronghold of protection. In 
1K91 its majority against bho candidate of 
unrestricted reciprooity was over fivo hun- 
dred. E. W. B. Snider, tho Llboral noml- 
noe for North Waterloo, ia not ontoring 
upon a cruaado against the intorestB of tho 
manufaoturora. Ho is evidently open to 
conviction on tho question of protection, so 
far as it rolatoa to his own constituency, and 
ho was followed on the same lino, though ab 
i>. roBpootful distance, by hia loador, 

Tho Oppoalbion tariff policy seems bo bo 
fragmentary, but bho parby's doBiro for 
ollico is ono harmonious whole, and if tho 
country eratifios that dosiro by placing tho 
Liberals in powor at Ottawa, bhey will piooe 
the tariff fragments of their polioy together 
in somo aorb of an arrongomont whioh will 
nob do the manufacturer muah harm or tho 
farmer muoh good. 



THE AUTHORS' ADVOCATE. 

Mr. Hall Caiiie delivered an able and in 
every way an admirable speech at the ban- 
quet given in his honor by tho Toronto pub- 
liahers. Mr. Caine represents the Authors 
Association, His mission to Canada is to 
endeavor to prevail upon Canadian mon in 
authority to make tuah changes in the law 
of copyright aa will do full justice to the 
authors of Groat Britain and eTery where 
else. Mr. Calne took the ground that the 
author is entitled to the absolute and per- 
manenbposseBsion of tho creation of his brain. 
Ho believes thab no legislature is justified in 
depriving him of bhe remuneration to which 
ho ia equitably entitled. Tho law until very 
lately has been unfair to authors. It allowed 
them to bo robbed with Impunity, and ab 
best ib allowed them an interest in tho work 
of their brains for only a short term of years. 
Bub a ohango for tho better haa taken place. 
The property of an author in his book Ib now 
generally aoknowledgod, and ib cinnob bs 
appropriated and mutilated at the pleasure 
of piratical publishers. In the opinion of 
Mr. Hall Caine and Eoglish authors gener- 
ally the Canadian law is not just to thorn. 
Mr. Hall Calne appealed to tho BonBe of jus- 
tloe and the generoeity of hia Canadian 
hearora. He did not chop logic, and he 
carefully avoided questioning tho consti- 
tutional righta of ihe pooplo of Canada. Ho 
evidently he!ioved that they would be 
willing to do tho authors full justice when 
they once know what their griovanco ia, and 
that ib is well-grounded. In bhia wo aro 
qulto suro Mr. Caine was right. Canadians 
whothor in cilice or oub of office, 
would not willingly deprive tho cIusb of 
mon to whom thoy aro bo greatly indebted 
of a Binqle cant to which they are justly 
entitled. 

We gathor from the speoches made at the 
banquet that the changes in tho law askod 
for by Mr. Caine are by no means sweeping,, 
and that thero is every prospoub of Canadian 
publishers and Eoglish authors coming to a 
good understanding. 

EX PEN SI VE L UX URIES. 

According to Bradstreot'a strikos and 
lockouts uro very oxpenalve luxuries to both 
employers and employes. Thoy cause a 
gienb waato both of money, and of energy, 
and they do very little good indood. Brad- 
stroet'a of the 26th ult. contains tho follow- 
ing synopsis of tho report of tho United 
States Commissioner of Labor : 

Somo highly interesting oonclusiona aro 
suggested by bhe statistics of strikes col- 
lated in the report of the Commissioner of 
Labor, referred to in another column. It 
will not escape tho attention of tho ob- 
servant reader that while over two-thirds 
of the strikes in tho lust ooveu and a half 
years wero ordorod by organizations of em- 
ployes, loss than a fifth of tho lockouts woro 
ordered by organizations of employers. The 
employers seem to have hud a little tho boat 
of the labor contests during the period, for, 
while both sides had the same percentage 
of partial success, the porcentago of com- 
plete buccobb was highor in the caso of the 
lockouts than in tho caso of strikes. Again, 
the number ol porsons thrown out of em- 
ployment in tho ouae of unsuccoBBful BtrikoB 
was more than double the number of thoso 
alfooted by strikes which succeeded com- 
pletely. Ib appears that aboub twice as 
many strikos had thoir origin in a refusal to 
increuso wages as wore caused by u refusal 
to concede a roductlou of hours, and about 
three times aa many aa wero caused by u re- 
duction of wages. The strikes for this lat- 
ter cuuso wero aboub as numerous aa those 
having their origin in sympathetic action. 
Finally, the loss to employes for the whole 
period oovored waB mora than double that 
sustained by emuloyers, while bhe assistance 
given to strikers and tho subject of lookouts 
during the period amounted to only a little 
over 7 per cent, of the total loss to em- 
ployer. These are facta reflection upon 
which may be suggostlvo and helpful.

Four out 1he 
vinegar; add tho oil slowly, stirring 
constantly ; then add tho pepper and 
salt. About six tablespoonfuls of dress- 
ing ;aro sufficient for an ordinary salad. 

in making inayonnaiso drossiug suc- 
cess is moro certain if everything used 
in its .manufacture is ice cold and it is 
mado in aoo-Mplaee. Put 2 eggs, a pint 
of olivo oil, S tablespooufuls of vinegar 
and 2 of lomou juico in tho ice chest 
some hours before thoy will bo needed 
for use. When thoy aro taken out, break 
the yolks of the eggs into a cold bow) 
that has been on tho ico or in ico water, 
sprinkle in a toaspoonful .of mustard 
and one of fmo sugar, half as much salt 
and & tiny pinch of red .peppor. A 
wooden spoon is usually recommended 
for the mixing, but. a silver fork is bet- 
ter. Beat tho eggs until thoy begin to 
thicken a littlo, thou add a teaspoonfnl 
of oil by degrees, beating constantly. As 
tho egg thickens add more oil until tho 
pint is used. During the process thin 
occasionally with vinegar and lemon 
juico alternately. It may not bo neces- 
sary to use all the acid. When smooth 
and thick, set it on tho ico. It should 
not bo spread on tho salad until jusi 
boforo serving, when it may bo thinned 
a littlo with tho remainder of tho acid. 
Half the quantity hero suggested may 
bo used when the wholo is more than 
desired.

If put in a wide mouthed bottle 
or solf scaling jar and kept covered, this 
drossing will heon for a fortnight .:.tr 
more, according to a writor in The 
Ladies' Home Journal, who furnishes 
these recipes. 

Tho fortunate country housewives 
who have thick cream can make a deli- 
cious dressing by diluting it with one- 
fourth vinegar, seasoning it with g»]t, 
pepper and mustard, adding a teaspoon- 
ful of sugar.

The nmla tic dy of the report has already 
appeared in full in the newepupere, but tho 
b iok o uituiaa many vsluabl i tobies nob 
eleewhiru published, and presenting in 
handy statistical form a great mass and 
virieiy of information. For instance, one 
tnble gives trie amount of ore uc.ually 
shipped during the year ending June 30, 
1S9E, from suon of forty five mi' es in bh« 
Knotcnay, showing a total of 39 419 tnns, 
while the customs returns from the five 
parts of Nelson, Reveletoke, Kialo, Rosb- 
land and Wanet-i show an exporb ot 18,038 
tons valued at $1 '191,81 1. A table of claims 
recorded in tbo territory from whioh these 
shipments wero made shows a total of 1,466 
from discovery up to tho beginning of blio 
season ot 1895 ; while, showing the marvel- 
lous revelations of this year, at Trail Crook 
alone -there had been 1,660 olaima recorded 
in tho six months ending September 11. 

Thie season's pack of salmon is given in 
detail-by canneries, showing a total of 5'25,- 
5 Hi caoea, tho grunte"* in the history of the 
mduKtry Have In 1893, when the record of 
5O0 223 was made. 

Detailed statements show tho extent of 
the trado of the province in each of u long 
list of articles of natural produce with the 
other provinces of the Dominion and with 
other countries.; and details are given show- 
ing tho aren of land undor crop in British 
Columbia, and its product in grain and 
fruit, besides live etook — the yield of tho 
throo natural divisions of Upper and Lower 
Mainland and Vanoouver and adjacent 
Islands being shown separately. Tho tim- 
ber, coal and iron resources also rocoivo tho 
attontion duo to their importance ; besides 
a great variety of other rxjnimo.'flial and mis- 
cellaneous information which appears in the 
tppondlces.

mechanical Aids In IHauu Playing— Tuu 
Teohnicon and tho Clavier. 

Under tho head, "Machine Versns 
Mind Playing," a writer in Tho Et.tide 
gives expression to tho following: 

Concerning tho use of mcclnuiical aids 
to developing tho bands, the tenth ap- 
pears to lie between 1he oxtromo posi- 
tions. Mr, Liobling, for instunco, says 
that when one desires ti> learn to swim 
one goes into the water, and that there 
is no case on record where ouo has ac- 
quired tho art by practicing tho motions 
apon dry land. Mr. Cody takes the 
ground that playing is eutiroly a matter 
of musical concept, which, if right, will 
of its own accord develop a musical 
playing, in which speed will come hand 
in hand with speed of inrjsio thinking. 
Thero is another position illustrated by 
Mr. Virgil, inventor of tho practice 
clavier, who, for tho sake of showing 
what can bo done with his apparatus, 
has had pupils practice upon it and go to 
tho piano in public for the first time to 
play pieces studied and memorized upon 
tho clavier, with its dumb keyboard. Tho 
fingers of these pupils tiro excellent. 
Such fingers I have never seen upon the 
koyboard, oxcopt in tho caso of very ad- 
vanced players. But tho playing was 
wooden and wanting in all true musical 
feeling. 

Tho truth is that all playing is large- 
ly a matter of mind, tho concept deter- 
mining tho result. Ono may practico 
exorcises for tho fingers with over so 
much disciplinary advantage, but wheth- 
er tho fingers will leruember theso things 
in going through thoir pieces depends 
upon what goes along witli tho finger 
habits acquired. Now, tho tcchnicon ad- 
ministers to muse lo concept and to mus- 
cle concept only. The practice, clavier 
gives us at least keyboard concept and 
may give us musical concept or may 
assist ns in getting it. J do not believe 
an expressive quality of playing is ever 
reached without Ihc fingers and tho mu- 
sical concept having arrived at a mutu- 
al confidence through the approval and 
revision of tho ear, as the playing comes 
hack to it with its tonal peculiarities. j 

Thero are certain elements in the I 
playing, however, which a teacher can ' 
arrive at more rapidly and certainly by 
tlio aid of the practice clavier than upon 
the keyboard. One can develop a heavy 
touch, or a quick touch, or a habit of en- 
durance, because the clavier can bo set- 
to a light or heavy touch, so that the 
student is obi'-., d to use at least a cer- 
tain amoun' i t linger power in order to 
produce t' telltale "clicks" which rep- 
resent t! conscience of tho instrument. 
Butt! logical outcome of tho clavier 
is a uniform touch, which is never re- 
quired in playing, for thero aro scarcely 
two notes in succession auywhero in 
music which need to be played with ex- 
actly the same degree of power; hence 
after using the clavier tho student still 
lias to come back to tho keyboard itsolf 
in order to find out what kind of effect 
he is really getting, and wherein it 
must bo modified in order to correspond 
with the concept. Moreover, it will 
often happen if tho pianoforte bo a good 
one that many small but beautiful mod- 
ifications will suggest themselves, or 
the pianoforte will suggest them. 

How to z.lak»- Tomatoes. 

To bake tomatoes cot off a small piece 
of tho fruit lit tho stem end and put in 
a bit of butter, a pinch of sugar and a 
pinch of salt. Sit'r a little powdered 
cracker or bread crumbs over them, and, 
if the flavor is liked, add a few bits of 
onion. Bake an hour and have the top 
biown. 

For stuff cd tomatoes select large, full 
mea ted tonin toes. Cutoff the tops of a 
sufficient number to fill a baking dish 
of the size desired. Scoop out about a 
third of the con tents of each tomato and 
iill the space with breadcrumbs, butter, 
a little salt and a lit tie pepper. Sprinkle 
breadcrumbs over the whole; add a 
few moro bits of butter. Sot in tho oven 
and bake till the crumbs are a nice 
light brown.

With 
church or visiting dress pale chamois of 
lemon suede gloves stitched with black 
tako tho place of white, and often tone 
better than pure white with the Joseph's 
coat stylo of apparel now prevailing, 
but when tho handsomo costumo is 
black or dark in color the white kid 
glove shows to great advantage.
